UPC pickets 
over staff cuts 


The United Professors of 
California (UPC) is 
independently pushing for a 
faculty referendum on 
President James Bond 
Emanuel Gale, resident of 
UPC, indicated his dis- 
satisfaction with last Wednes- 
day's meet and confer session 
with Bond over the issue of 
promotion spending and 
faculty grievances. 

UPC members and 
sympathizers numbering 
about 25 marched in a picket 
line in support of the referen- 
dum yesterday. They also 
initiated a petition campaign 
to hasten the referendum ap- 
proved by the Faculty Senate 
last Wednesday. 


On the proposed referen- 
dum, the faculty will have the 
choice of voting to support or 
not support ‘‘the ad- 
ministrative actions and 
policies of the President of 
CSUS.”’ 

Gale described Bond's at- 
titude as ‘‘unyielding”’ during 
the meet and confer session 
During a press conference 
yesterday, he referred to 
Bond's statement of his desire 
to maintain an appropriate 
“rank mix.” 

“What does all this have to 
do with merit?” he asked, 
alluding to Bond's often stated 
concern that promotion be 


based on merit.

Faculty approves

CSUS faculty members will 
have a chance to evaluate the 
“overall performance’ of 
President James Bond 
because of a resolution passed 
by the Faculty Senate 
Wednesday endorsing the 
concept a _ university-wide 
referendum. 

The referendum, seen by 
various faculty leaders as an 
initial step towards a vote of 
no confidence in Bond, is 
scheduled to be completed by 
March 19. 

Details on the referendum 
will be completed by the 
Senate Executive Committee 
and availiable for con- 


sideration at the next meeting 
on March 12. 

The vote (29-3), according 
to senate leaders, culminates 
several months of concern 
about Bond's refusal to spend 
monies for faculty promotions 
475 promotions when 130 could 
have been promoted) and his 
Negative reactions to 
decisions by university 
grievance committees that 
have ruled in favor of the 
faculty grievant. 

Bond, in a_ two-page 
statement released yester- 
day, said promotion decisions 
for 1974-75 were not influenced 
by ‘“‘budget or external! 
quotas.”’ 

Bond said he and his staff 
have carefully reviewed the

Two campus traffic officers 
have filed a grievance against 
the university charging the 
campus police department 
with unjustly restricting their 
promotion s 

Daphne Gibson and 
Nathaniel Bailey allege that 
Peace Officers’ Test 51X is 
racially discriminatory and 
not applicable to the positions 
they sought. Black traffic of- 
ficers Gibson and Bailey ap- 
plied for the position of cam- 
pus police officer. but failed 
text 51X 

They have received support 
from the California State Em- 
plovees’ Association (CSEA) 
which is representing them in 
their gnevance. In a report. 


CSEA_ employee — relations 
representative William 
McLeod said, “CSEA is at- 


tucking invalid testing used by 
the CSUS Administration for 
the purpose of screening can- 
didates for Peace Officer 
positions 

“CSEA contends the test ts 
not job related and could be 
racially discriminatory 


McCleod a!so quoted Dale 
Hankins, program manager 
for the CSUC system 

“The exams relevancy 
must be questioned when 
minorities failed en miusse 


particularly those with forma! 
training and experience in the 
police science field. The exam 
is an artificial barrier to em 
ployment, not jeb-related. and 
is counter to the university's 
so-called affirmative action 
effort.’

IN. Scott Momaday, Profes- 
sor of English and Com- 
parative Literature at Stan- 
ford University. spoke to a 


partially filled Men's 
Gymnasium yesterday mor- 
ning 


Literature is Momaday’'s 
profession (he won a Pulitzer 
Prize for fiction in 1969 for 
“House Made of Dawn’’) and 
oral tradition, the literature of 
non-technological societies 
has aspecial place for himasa 
member of the Kiowa tribe 
Through the timeless sim- 
plicity of the Indian's 
language, ‘‘The Indian brings 
his mind and body together in 
imitation of the physical world 
and it’s creatures.”’ 

“Man has always tried to 
recreate the world in words’’ 
Momaday said, and the Indian 
is most successful with theuse 
of the story-teller. ‘The 
storyteller is anonymous, 
nameless and unlettered,”' but 
he serves as the instrument 
that Carries tradition through 
countless generations.

He characterized Bond's 
promotion policy as ‘‘cutting 
(promotions) to fit a box he's 
got in mind,” thus causing 
younger and recently hired 
faculty to get ‘‘screwed over.” 

The referendum is planned 
for March 19 or 20, which is the 
time the Accreditation Com- 
mittee of the Western As- 
sociation of Schools and 
Colleges is scheduled to arrive 
on campus, ‘An interesting 
coincidence,"’ Gale said when 
asked if there was a connec- 
tion between the two events. 

“Tam fairly confident that 
the vote of no support will be 
swibstantial.

Fitzpatrick creates with wood

Rick Fitzpatrick is one of 
those unique individuals able 
to look around and create 
something artistic and 
functional from materials that 
others have thrown away. His 
chief medium is scrap lumber. 

After deveioping his work 
for two years, he has opened 
his own shop and calls it En- 
vironmental Woodcraft, Etc. 
The endeavor is just getting 
off the ground, but as anyone 
who meanders through his 
shop can see, he has a lot to 
offer. 

Located in the front part of 
a giant old building that was 
once a beer brewery, it seems 
as if here too, he has made use 
of an old structure that was on 
it's way to falling to a 
demolition crew. His design of 
the shop is unique, to say the 
least. 

Fitzpatrick has not only 
made the display racks and 
shelves for his pieces but cus- 
tom-designed the walls and 
windows to reflect the “‘deco”’ 
style he uses. He has no visible 
limitations as to what he can 
create from scrap wood. 

Some of his creations in- 
clude wooden boxes with 
inlaid designs on the lids, can- 


dle stands made from rotting 
wood, bulky numbers and 
letters, all sorts of uniquely 
designed signs, cabinets, and 
some objects he simply calls 
“shapes. These shapes can 
be functional or non- 
functional. depending on the 
creativity of the owner. Rick 
can be sure to offer sugges- 
tions on what the shapes can 
be used for. 

He has also designed dis- 
play racks for plants and 
jewelry for shops like The 
Surry in Sunrise Shopping 
Center, and The Elusive 
Butterfly in Rancho Cordova. 
Ever noticed the distinctive 
wood signs at Shire Road Pub? 
All were meade by Rick 
Fitzpatrick. His creative 
ability is being discovered 
more and more by commer- 
cial establishments 
throughout the valley. 

When asked where he gets 
his ideas, he simply replied, 
“Wherever I look!"’ A long- 
time friend of Rick’s, Kit 
Rockenbach, told of how 
Fitzpatrick had always been 
extremely talented with his 
hands—from being a fine lead 
guitarist to a master wood- 
craftsman. 

Most of the work he is doing 
now is concentrated in signs,

his main material is the scrap 
lumber he collects. He has 
also had to take on 2 extra 
fellows to help him meet these 
new demands.

“If someone can show just 
cause for having a test, then 
there is no reason why one 
cannot be given. After years of 
conditioning, the personnel of- 
fice has the idea that the cam- 
pus police just do a lot of door 
rattling. That is the old way of 


thinking, but times have 
changed. 

‘“‘We are a_e police 
department which handles 


many kinds of problems and 
we are trying to upgrade the 
level of competence of our of- 
ficers. The idea that a traffic 
officer can step right into a 
peace officer position is like 
saving a meter maid is 


qualified to become a city 
policeman.” 
President Bond was 


unavailable for comment on 
the matter. Greg Thatch. an 
assistant to the president, said 

. he Gould not comment because 
his office might have to review 
the matter in the future. He 
said it would be improper to 
make any statements at this 
time. In any event, he said, he 
did not recali that test 51X had 
ever been reviewed by Bond's 
office 

However Business 
Manager Stan Pretzer, who 
was in charge of police 
department administration at 
the beginning of the con- 
troversy in September, 1974 
has produced a memo showing 
that Bond personally 
reviewed the matter. The 
memo, in effect, overrules 
Samara's decision not to con- 
duct written examinations for 
campus police officers. 

Pretzer, who participated 
in the ruling, said, ‘‘He (Chief 
Yelverton) felt the test was 
necessary. Chief Yelverton is 
the expert so I_ supported his 
recommendation. 

The Affirmative Action of- 
fice was contacted for their 
stand on the matter. Director 
Marion McCamey said that 
since a formal grievance had 
been filed, she too could make 
no comment. She did say that 
her office screens all written 
tests given on the university to 
check for possible dis- 
crimination. Apparently, she 
said. the Affirmative Action 
office had found nothing 
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wrong with 51X 

But according to the Selec- 
tion Consulting Center, which 
screens all civil service tests 
given in the state, racial dis- 
crimination is not a legitimate 
basis for preventing a test 
from being administered 
Steve Walleck of the Selection 
Center said that as long as an 
employer could show that a 
test is ‘‘necessary and ap- 
plicable’ for a particular job, 
it can be administered. 

Two Law suits 

Walleck contends that 51X 
is not discriminatory, but that 
there are presently two law 
suits pending that charge dis 
crimination. He also said that 
his panel had reviewed the 
test's applicability to a cam 
pus situation, and found that 
51X is applicable to a campus 
police force. The test is 
generally used by local law en- 
forcement departments 

The positions Gibson and 
Bailey applied for first opened 
up on February 19, 1974. A 
total of four vacancies 
developed by the summer of 
1974. The first position was 
filled two weeks ago and two 
more were filled on the day of 
the interview with Yelverton 
The other will be filled some 
time next week. 

Yelverton said the 
unavailability of an oral board 
to screen applicants was the 
cause of the delay. McCleod 
has also filed a complaint with 
the state Fair Employment 
Practices Commission 
(FEPC). In compliance with 
normal policy, the Com- 
mission will investigate the 
matter and release a report in 
the future 

Gibson and Bailey will 
follow established grievance 
procedures in an effort to 
resolve the issue. Yelverton 
himself is the first step. If itis 
necessary to go further, the 
matter could eventually reach 
President Bond. From there, 
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You owe yourself an Oly.

Gibson and Bailey could go to 
the Chancellor's office. But 
more likely, they would have 
to file a law suit naming the 
university and others as 
defendants, 

Yelverton also said that 
51X is being used on other 
campuses in California, but 
did not know how many. 

According to unofficial 
Statistics supplied by Yelver- 
ton, a total of 41 persons took 
test 51X. Of the 27 White per- 
sons who participated, 20, 
about 74 percent, passed. Of 14 
minorities. 6, about 43 
percent, passed. 

If 51X is found to be dis- 
criminatory by the FEPC or 
inapplicable by a grievance 
hoard. Yelverton said he 
would remove the test. But he 
also said that even if Gibson 
and Bailey had passed the ex- 
am, they would have still been 
required to go through many 
other tests, such as an oral 
board and a 14-week course at 
the police academy 

Yelverton has ap- 
proximately a week to res- 
pond to Gibson and Bailey's 
letter of grievance

Percussion ensemble plays

In a concert that ran from 
the atmospheric to the 
bizarre, the CSUS Percussion 
Ensemble displayed its wares 
to a small but responsive 
audience last Wednesday 
night at St. Mark's Church. 

The group began with an 
evocative piece by Alan 
Hovhahness entitled October 
Moon. It is difficult in the 20th 
century to write for per- 
cussion without sounding like 
Varese, yet Hovhahness does 
it, mostly by assigning 
prominent roles to 
instruments of definite pitch, 
such as marimba or 
glockenspiei. 

The piece aiso shows strong 
Oriental influence, as the prin- 
cipal instruments often emit 
koto-like sounds. 

The ensemble showed itself

a capable one from the begin- 
ning, as it played’ with 
precision and clarity. The 
compositional technique of 
Hovhahness emerged as 
strokes of pure color under 
Ronald Holloway’'s strict 
baton 

A marimba ensemble was 
wheeled out for the second 
piece, Bach's Prelude and 
Fugue in E Minor. It is tempt- 
ing to speculate that this 
rather improbable transcrip- 
tion was done by, say, an 
unemployed xylophonist with 
ten arms: but only until you 
hear the thing. The sonority 
generated by the five players 
was truly striking. It literally 
transformed the work, mostly 
because it sounded so un- 
Bachian. There was also 
drama in just watching the 
five, intently bent over and 
hammering.

But this was all traded fora 
fair amount of the piece’s con- 
trapuntal interplay. In fact, 
since they took it as such a 
slow pace, it sounded 
curiously homophonic 

Is this a fresh idea, or is it 
the murder of music? I would 
opt for the former, with the 
stipulation that I do so more 
for the novelty of the idea, 
rather than the musicality of 
the result. In any case, it was 
well executed (from memory) 
by the players 

The weak spot on the 
program was The Flowering 
Peach, again by Hovhahness 
This suite originally served as 
incidental music for a play 
dealing with the tale of Noah 
and the ark. 

It is not really percussion 
music, since it is scored for 
saxophone, vibes, harp and 
gong. As absolute music, it has 
trouble standing on its own. It 
consists mostly of little short 
sketches that neither rise to 
great heights nor plumb great 
depths. This is probably as 
good a candidate as any for 
Satie’s musique 
d’amueblement.

Two-man show

The latest show at the Main 
Art Gallery is a two-man in- 
quiry into the art of seeing 
Peter Mendez is into momen- 
tary illusions and the effects of 
shadows. James Pomeroy, 
meanwhile, has an audience 
participation act 


The biggest part of 
Pomeroy's work is concerned 
with additive images, in sight 
as well as sound. The most 
prominent devices he displays 
are two floor-standing *‘zoet- 
ropes.’ Here the viewer gets 
to spin a circular ring of 
photographs, and, watching 
from the outside, he sees 
either a lizard ascending Fred 
Astaire’s face, or a nude 
(man) descending a ladder 


4 metal box on a wall bears 
four windup keys, and a wire 
leads from it out to a 
homemade speaker. The 
instructions say to wind the 
four keys and push a black but- 
ton. Out comes Beethoven's 
Fur Elise, played by four 
different music boxes, all star- 
ting on different notes 


If the #ehéider can muster 
the courage to push the black 
button, though, an amplifier 
will take this already con- 
fusing welter of sound, and 
shoot it, frightfully distorted. 
out of the nearby speaker. The 
title of this gem is ‘‘Study for 
Fear Elites.’’ A harmlessly 
pretty little tune is converted 
into a hopeless cacaphony. 


The element of humor and 
good fun that characterizes 
these works bespeaks the 
quiet presence of Marcel 
Duchamp, snickering quietly 
at his progeny, of which 
Pomeroy in this case is one. 


He also exhibits several 
black-and-white Op drawings 
which are complex superim- 
positions of line patterns. The 
best of these are difficult to 
took at because of their decep- 
tive motion. The others are 
difficult to look at because op- 
tical art is so old.
